V.  O.  Fossett  is  a  native  of  DeKalb  County,  Alabama  and  received 
much  of  his  education,  including  music,  in  that  state.  He  has  always 
been  studious  and  endowed  with  an  abundance  of  talent.  His  first  Gos- 
pel Music  School  was  attended  at  the  age  of  twelve.  At  the  age  of 
sixteen,  he  attended  the  Normal  Music  School  of  the  late  T.  B.  Mosley 
and,  though  a  beginner  in  harmony,  he  worked  through  Showalter's 
Practical  Harmony  in  twenty-three  days — a  record  that  still  stands. 
He  attended  more  sessions  of  this  school,  receiving  two  post-graduate 
certificates. 


He  began  teaching  at  the  age  of  seventeen  in  many  sections  of  sev- 
eral states.  His  teaching  has  been  outstanding.  He  has  gone  back  to 
the  same  place  for  repeat  schools  over  and  over. 

At  the  age  of  thirteen,  he  began  training  himself  to  play  through  a 
simple  new  song  one  time,  close  the  book  and  play  and  sing  the  music 
to  any  one  part  from  memory — a  feat  only  he  can  do,  so  far  as  this 
writer  knows. 

At  the  age   of  nineteen,  he   joined   an   outstanding   quartet  and  has 


sung  and  played,  or  both,  with  a  score  of  leading  groups.  His  first 
songs  were  published  by  The  A.  J.  Showaiter  Company,  and  when  the 
STAMPS-BAXTER  COMPANY  was  formed,  Mr.  Fossett  cast  his  lot 
with  them.  His  voice,  a  splendid  tenor,  trained  by  some  of  the  best 
teachers  of  the  land,  has  been  heard  on  many  different  records,  as 
well  as  many  of  the  leading  radio  stations  of  the  land. 

Coing  back  to  his  first  love — teaching,  he  located  at  High  Point, 
N.  C,  where  in  1937,  he  married  Miss  Katherine  Strother  of  that  city. 
She  is  an  accomplished  musician  also,  and  their  work  together  is  out- 
standing. Their  teaching  in  STAMPS-BAXTER  schools  has  been  most 
successful  and  they  number  some  leading  musicians  as  pupils.  Their 
daughter,  Verna  Kay,  who  now  at  four  years  of  age,  shows  great  talent 
in  both  singing  and  playing. 

When  other  duties  made  it  necessary  for  J.  R.  Baxter,  Jr.,  to  select 
a  Music  Editor,  he  chose  from  the  entire  country  the  man,  in  his  opin- 
ion, best  suited  for  the  job.  Although  much  younger  than  those  usually 
considered  for  such  important  work,  he  has  more  than  justified  the 
estimation  of  his  ability. 

In  1939,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fossett  were  called  from  the  teaching  field  to 
STAMPS-BAXTER'S  Chattanooga  Office,  Mr.  Fossett  succeeding  J.  R. 
Baxter,  Jr.  as  Music  Editor  of  STAMPS-BAXTER  song  books  and  Mrs. 
Fossett  becoming  Mr.  Baxter's  secretary  and  accompanist  for  the 
Baxter  Quartet. 

Mr.  Fossett's  song  book  work  is  tops  and  his  proof  reading  is  in  a 
class  to  itself. 

The  songs  contained  in  this  book  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  great 
songs  composed  by  V.  O.  Fossett  but  are  brought  forth  at  the  urgent 
request  of  his  thousands  of  friends.  We  send  it  forth  with  a  prayer 
that  it  may  help  many  a  young  person  by  inspiring  them  to  seriously 
study  music.
